Little did we 
dream a year ago 
that such tremendous 
events would take 
place in so short a 
time. If we could look 
into the future and 
see what lies before vs 
this coming year no 
doubt we would trem- 
ble. But Christ says, “Fear not.” 
Hitler’s Gain 

The figures recently published in the 
Pathfinder reveal that prior to September 
1, 1939, the following acquisitions were 
made by Hitler without war: Austria, 6,- 
500,000 population, 32,000 square miles; 
Sudentenland, 3,500,000 population, 10,- 
000 square miles; Czechoslovakia, 9,500,- 
000 population, 34,000 square miles; Me- 
mel, 150,000 population, 820 square miles; 
making a total of 19,650,000 people and 
77,330 square miles. 


Hitler’s gain the first year of the war 
included the following staggering figures: 
Poland, 22,000,000 population, 73,500 
square miles; Denmark, 3,750,000 popula- 
tion, 16,575 square miles; Norway, 2,709,- 
000 population, 75,333 square miles; Lux- 
embourg, 300,000 population, 999 square 
miles; Netherlands, 8,700,000 population, 
12,704 square miles; Belgium, 8,400,000 
population, 11,775 square miles; France 
(occupied), 27,800,000 population, 117,- 
000 square miles; totaling 73,650,000 per- 
sons and 307,886 square miles of territory. 

In terms ot population and area the total 
of these two s‘atements is 93,300,000 hu- 
man beings and 385,216 square miles. Thir- 
teen sovereign states have lost their inde- 
pendence or portions of their territory dur- 
ing this past year. God alone knows how 
many more countries shall meet their doom 
this coming year. 


The Terrible Price 


Following is a conservative estimate of 
the price of these gains in soldier casualties 
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alone as reported in a special Associated 
Press article: France, 350,000 killed, 1,- 
000,000 wounded; Poland, 200,000 killed, 
800,000 wounded; Russia, 100,000 killed, 
375,000 wounded; Germany, 70,000 killed, 
250,000 wounded; Britain, 40,000 killed, 
150,000 wounded; Belgium, 35,000 killed, 
70,000 wounded; Holland, 30,000 killed, 
140,000 wounded; Finland, 26,009 killed, 
60,000 wounded; Norway, 5,000 killed, 
15,000 wounded; Italy, 1,000 killed, 5,000 
wounded; totaling 857,000 belligerents 
killed during the first year of war, and 
2,864,000 wounded.

A Londoner Sees Light in the Present ED bess 


Vows OF the World pee Vea OF the Wond 


E ARE living in abnormal times, 
and under the stress and tension of 


such, many of us are doing excep- 
tional elilnigs in order to adapt ourselves 
to the present conditions. Th world sce-ns 
topsy-turvy, and many fanilies have 
deemed it wise to do likewise with their 
homes: they have transferred their bed- 
rooms from upstairs to downstairs and 
their dining rooms vice-versa; when it is 
possible, they sleep during the day instead 
of the night; and if that is no- possi'sle thy 
sleep in their “war-time bungalows”— 
A.R.P. shelters—in case of air raids! And 
in many other ways we have adapted out- 
selves to war-time conditions. This is the 
reason why, each morning I pick up the 
morning newspaper, my Bible is lying at 
my side! 

It is not an act of coincidence, or senti- 
mentality, it is an act of purpose and neces- 
sity!—that purpose is to preserve balance! 
In these momentous days we are all being 
made “news-conscious,’ and from morn- 
ing till night, through the radio, the printed 
page, and a hundred other channels, the 
“news-stream” flows through our eyes, 
ears, and minds until—unless we are very 
careful—we are dominated by it. Hence 
the need of balance! 


In pre-war days, the question used to be, 
“What readest thou?” Today it is, “How 
readest thou?” Unless we are on the look- 
out, we are faced with a great peril. The 
“News of the World”—which often is very 
grave—may undermine our faith in God, 
and sweep us off our feet, by the waves of 
depression and anxiety it generates—unless 
we have something to counteract it. That 
something is “balance,” and that can only 
be maintained by an equally intensive read- 
ing and study of the Word. Therefore, 
when reading the “News of the World” 
remember the “News of the Word”! 


The reading of the Scriptures throws the 
events of the day into their correct perspec- 
tive and—at least to me—causes them to 
create in my own heart, not depression and 
fear, but inspiration, hope and exhortation! 


Let me illustrate: 
I take up my newspaper and read: 


“France—a day of national mourning. 
Groaning beneath her awful burdens and 
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writhing in agony with her war wounds, 
France takes her sorrows to God. Churches 
are crowded.” (The report went on to say 
that every church was packed to the doors; 
never before had so many people flocked 
to church.) 

I pause for a moment and lay down the 
paper. I visualise the event. The scenes 
flash before my eyes like the film of a 
movie-camera. I see the tragic picture of a 
land that is ravaged by war: streets pock- 
eted with bomb craters; buildings shat- 
tered; multitudes slowly walking along the 
shell-scarred pavements—living emblems of 
agony and hopeless despair! 

As I dwell upon these scenes of havoc, 
with a shock I recall that the enemy of 
France is ours too! and that all the might 
of her boasted Maginot Line, with its vast 
weapons of defence, were useless against 
this terrible invader! A wave of depression 
grips me—then I read again: France takes 
her sorrows to God! Churches filled! Those 
few words transform the picture. Atheistic 
France filling the churches! It is like a thin 
gleam of light emanating from a scene of 
black hopelessness and despair. 

France—in her hour of greatest need— 
turning to the God she has so long despised 
and scorned! It is an act far more vital and 
pregnant with possibilities than any taken 
during the war. It is an act which, if per- 
sisted in with the whole heart, would lead to 
a turn of the tide, and a restoration of her 
nation! 

With this thought in my mind I turn 
from the “News of the World” to the 
“News of the Word” and read: “If ye 
return unto the Lord with all your hearts, 
and put away your strange gods, and pre- 
pare your hearts unto the Lord to serve Him 
only: He will deliver you.” 

The “wave of depression” that gripped 
me and threatened to overwhelm me has 
now gonel hope and inspiration have taken 
its place. Hope—as I see, in the National 
Day of Mourning, an attitude to God, 
which, if maintained will result in the re- 
birth of a greater and nobler France; and 
inspiration—as I feel inspired to Pray as 
never before that that day of “joy for 
mourning” may soon dawn. 

In this incident alone, it will be seen that 
my “balance” has been maintained. What 


might have filled me with grief, and en- 
gulfed me with despair, has been trans- 
formed into hope—and action! 


Similar reactions will take place when 
reading other news items, if read in the 
same way. 


One more illustration will suffice: 


“The amazing exploits of the air force 
have made it clear that the defence of our 
island depends on it.” Reading the adven- 
tures of some of these heroes of the air, I 
was filled with admiration for their cour- 
age and perseverance. I then repeated the 
words: “The defence of the island de- 
pends on the air force.” I thought for a 
moment, and then realised how true these 
words are. The defence of our Island 
tiome certainly does depend on the Air 
Force—but not just the squadrons who 
have fought so gallantly in their Spitfires 
and Hurricanes. It depends on those spirit- 
ual squadrons of true Christians who, soar- 
ing up to heaven on the wings of prayer 


and faith, have petitioned God to be our 
Shield and Defence! 

The full-consecrated Christian is a 
“born” airman! He possesses a heavenly 
nature, lives in heavenly places, has a heav- 
enly home, and is ever lifting up his head 
toward heaven! One day—in the near fu- 
ture—he hopes to take his first flight—to 
heaven with Christ! Britain possesses the 
greatest spiritual air force in the world, and 
that is the strength of her defence! The 
“miracle of Dunkirk” and the hindering 
of the threatened invasion is the Divine out- 
come of loyal operation of this force on its 
knees. 

The “News of the World” describing 
the Air Force’s exploits filled me with ad- 
miration; but the reading of the “News of 
the Word” translates and spiritualises the 
picture into my own life and fills me with 
zeal in my calling, and a determination to 
be loyal in service. The exploits of the Royal 
Air Force become a challenge to me to do 
similar great things for my heavenly King. 


It was said of old that “in those days the 
Word was precious”; it is just as true to- 


day; therefore be sure that when you read 
the “News of the World” you have the 
“News of the Word” by your side and keep

A LAST CHANCE

“And the Lord said, My Spirit shal! not 


always strive with man” (Gen. 6:3). 


At the time of this text the wickedness 
of man was great in the earth and every 
imagination of the thoughts of his -heart 
was only evil continually. The earth was 
corrupt before God and was filled with 
violence for all flesh had corrupted His way 
upon earth. What a terrible state! It re- 
pented God that He had made man, and 
yet in His love and mercy He gave to the 
whole creation a last chance. Noah, a 
preacher of righteousness, faithfully de- 
clared God’s testimony. But the people re- 
fused to hearken unto his preaching and 
finally the day came when God shut the 
door of the ark, shutting Noah and his 
family inside and shutting the rest of man- 
kind outside. Mercy had reached its limit. 
Wrath descended. Judgment was meted 
out. God’s Spirit ceased to strive in the 
hearts of men. 


If sin were merely a weakness then mercy 
might well be unlimited; but when sin be- 
comes rebellion and manifests itself in 
deeds of cruelty and violence toward God 
and man, wherein would continued mercy 
be to the glory of God or to the advantage 
of the sinner?

An old gentleman whom I knew several 
years ago in Nevada, said there was no 
chance for his being saved as he was after 
the order of Cain, appointed unto eternal 
damnation without the mercy of God.

However, as 
the Scriptures record there is a place of sin 
which is beyond the mercy of God. The

In the first 
place it indicates that we realize that “in 
the midst of counsellors there is safety,” 
or, if you prefer, the Revised Version, “in 
the multitude of counsellors there is vic- 
tory” (Prov. 24:6 margin). It indicates 
a humility of spirit, a willingness to learn 
from others. It shows that the “know-it- 
all” attitude is blessedly absent. Further, 
this request indicates that we are alive. 
Only a live church or pastor can have 
questions and problems that press for an 
answer and a solution. Then again it indi- 
cates that there are some matters on which 
the final word has not been spoken. 

Where is the man and who is he who has 
all the truth on all subjects? Each man 
has some truth and possesses some light 
but no single individual is the epitome of 
all truth apart from all error. Only one 
person who ever lived claimed to be the 
embodiment of all truth and that was 
Jesus Christ who frankly proclaimed, “I 
am the truth.” When we realize the truth 
of these statements we are caused to have 
a higher respect for our brethren in the 
Lord. It is possible that they have some 
truth that we have not apprehended; they 
may have caught a gleam that we have not 
yet seen all of which boils down to the 
beatitude, Blessed are those men who can 
learn from one another.

beautiful shell or an unusual stone and 
holds it up to his fellows saying, See wha: 
I have found, and goes his way while the 
great sea lies largely undiscovered befor2 
him. Some of us have found some very 
wonderful and lovely things in our search 
for truth, but there are others of God’s 
children who have some precious treasures 
also; them also we would see. A lifetime 
is all too short a period of time for one man 
to unearth all the treasures to be found in 
God’s spiritual mines; therefore God has 
blessed us by giving us brethren who have 
also been mining and have found soxe 
precious gems. Do you remember that 
burst of wonder which flowed from the 
apostle’s pen when he wrote, “O the depth 
of the riches both of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God! How unsearchable are 
his judgments, and his ways past findirg 
out!” The more we study God’s Word the 
greater the realization of the truth of these 
words. 


The search for truth is a great adven- 
ture. It is a challenge that is set before us. 
The apostle John speaks of “the spirit of 
truth, and the spirit of error.” There is 
much error in the world today; much false 
teaching is rampant. False teachers and 
false teachings constitute one of the signs 
of the last days. All false teaching will 
finally be consumated in “the lie.” But 
even among God’s people teachings are 
found that do not ring true to what the 
Word of God actually teaches. In some 
cases the traditions of men are substituted 
for the plain statements of the Scriptures 
for convenience. Many are in confusion 
because of a wrongly divided Word of 
God. Blind leaders of the blind take their 


followers into the ditch with them. 


Are we able to discern between the spirit 
of truth and the spirit of error? The error, 
confusion, questioning and uncertainty all 
about us present a challenge to a diligent 
search for truth; a faithful, courageous 
declaration of it when we have found it. 

There are some who object to the free 
and open discussion of certain subjects on 
the grounds that they are taboo, untouch- 
able—must be left alone. Are we afraid to 


search for truth lest when we have found 


it some of our pet theories will wither away) 
when exposed to the light? Do we hesitate 


to face the teaching of God’s Word lest , 


we shall have to give up some spiritual! 


contraband? Let there be light. Regard! 
less of the cost or the consequences let. us 
have the truth. There is no subject that 


we should shun or fear so long as our apo 


proach is honest and sincere. 

Others object to argumentative discourse| 
on the grounds that it “divides brethren’ 
and “leaves hard feelings.”

CONSCRIPTION BILL 


Now that the Conscription Bill has been 
passed and young men between the ages 
of 21 and 35 years of age will have to reg- 
ister for a year’s training for military serv- 
ice, we feel it an apt time to print here- 
with the resolution as passed by the Gen- 
eral Council affirming our stand relative 
to military service. (This applies only to 
those who are members of our affiliated 
assemblies.) We trust the Lord will give 
our ministers wisdom in counseling regard- 
ing this matter and each should study 
thoroughly the stand of the General Coun- 
cil which states that we declare our un- 
swerving loyalty to the government and to 
its chief executive and that we purpose to 
assist the government in time of war in 
every way morally possible consistent with 
our faith, excepting of course in the actual 
destruction of human life. 


Article XIV of the General Council By- 
Laws entitled “Military Service” reads as 


follows: 


While recognizing Human Government as of 
Divine ordination and affirming our unswerving 
loyalty to the Government of the United States, 
nevertheless we are constrained to define our po- 
sition with reference to the taking of human 


life. 
We, as followers of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 


Prince of Peace, believe in implicit obedience to 
the Divine commands and precepts which in- 
struct us to “Follow peace with all men” (Heb. 
12:4), “Thou shalt not kill” (Ex. 20:13), “Re- 
sist not evil” (Matt. 5:39), “Love your enemies” 
(Matt. 5:44). These and other scriptures have 
always been accepted and interpreted by our 
churches as prohibiting Christians from shed- 
ding blood or taking human life; therefore, we, 
as a body of Christians, while purposing to ful- 
fill all the obligations of loyal citizenship, are 
nevertheless constrained to declare we cannot 
conscientiously participate in war and armed 
resistance since this is contrary to our view of the 
clear teachings of the inspired Word of God 
which is the sole basis of our faith. At the 
same time the General Council hereby declares 
its unswerving loyalty to our Government and 
to its Chief Executive, and we purpose to assist 
the government in time of war in every way 
morally possible, consistent with our faith.

_ “The Lord is my Shepherd .. .” 

“That I may know Him .. .” 

Life must have a meaning the same as a 
word, a letter, a phrase, or a sentence. But, 
alas, too many lives are meaningless be- 
cause they have lost that which governs life 
or that which gives life its meaning. 

When we think of Moses and of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, these lives mean to us Eman- 
cipation.

Two girls, about the age 
of the younger members of our Christ’s 
Ambassadors, sitting there in the front row 
at a mass meeting of the Preaching Mission 
and planning to go out from that meeting 
and destroy themselves unless they could 
hear something that would make it bear- 
able to go on living! 


The great organ boomed forth, “Jesus 
calls us, o’er the tumult...” The congre- 


gation rose to sing the hymn before the ser- 
mon and the minister stood with the rest. 
Then the lights around the auditorium 
were dimmed and only the platform re- 
mained brightly lighted. 


The light above the platform picked out 
the faces of the two girls in the front row— 
faces strained, and taut, and white. The 
minister smiled down at them gently but 
with lips that trembled. Gone was the 
great congregation from his sight and from 
his consciousness; only the two girls were 
there, seeking desperately for God and the 
meaning of Life. ‘“O God, help me!” the 
minister played. The congregation was 
finishing the hymn, singing, “. . . to Thine 
obedience; love and serve Thee best of 
all.”

STUDY XIV—THE SEALED AND

Chapter 7 


6. The number that were sealed. Twelve 
thousand of each of the twelve tribes, 
144,000 in all. It has been asked, ‘Do 
you suppose John counted them?” No. 
Why try to create a difficulty where no 
difficulty exists? John simply says, “I 
heard the number of them that were 
sealed.” Alford says, “No one that I am 
aware of has taken it literally.” That was 
a long time ago. I was not living then, 
neither were some other interpreters of the 
Word. I am numbered among those who 
are foolish(?) enough to believe what has 
been written.

Verses 9-12. The vision of what will be 
seen in heaven after the tribulation shall 
have run its course leads us to see that there 
will be a great revival upon earth after the 
rapture of the saints shall have taken place. 
It is likely that many who profess to be 
Christians will be left at the time of the 
rapture, and when they awaken to a reali- 
zation of the fact that the rapture has 
taken place and that they have been left 
behind they will go down before God and 
earnestly seek His face. In this way they 
will “wash their robes and make them 
white in the blood of the Lamb.” The 
question is sometimes asked, “How, if the 
Spirit is not here, can people be saved 
during the tribulation?” It is taken for 
granted that the restraining influence 
(2 Thess. 2:7) that is now operating is the 
Holy Spirit, and that when the church 
shall be taken out of the world by transla- 
tion that restraining influence will be 
taken out of the way; or, in other words, 
that the Holy Spirit is in the world only 
insofar as He is in the church, and that 
the Spirit will go up out of the world when 
the church shall go up. But it should be 
borne in mind that the Spirit was in the 
world before the beginning of the church 
age. He was not here, it is true, in the

As soon as I had permission from the 
nilitary authorities in Germany, I prepared 
‘© come to the United States in the fall 
of 1903. While I did not intend to stay 
n this country, yet in going such a distance 
ny heart was again lifted to a higher plane 
at times. While studying languages one 
morning in the Royal Garden of Darm- 
stadt (a park of the Grand Duke of Hes- 
ia, open to the public), and being unable 
0 concentrate on my lesson on account of 
the things lying before me in the future. I 
aid to myself: “Cannot God, who is the 
naker of all languages, give us the gift to 
speak any language we need?” With that 
[ closed my book, and in getting up I ut- 
ered a language which I did not under- 
stand. But a great joy came over me and 
[ ran through the garden. I then stopped 
(0 look around whether anyone had seen 
me for I was ashamed of my behavior. 
From this standpoint, of course, it would 
be strange that David was not ashamed 
when he danced before the ark of God. I 
could not explain this, and had forgotten 
it until I received my baptism in the Holy 
Ghost in full and knew that one of the 
signs that followed them who believed was 
the speaking in other languages. 


In the winter of 1906-1907 my mother 
was taken sick, and I received let‘er after 
letter to come home. While I wanted to 
see my dear ones and also was eager to dis- 
cuss my plans for the future with them, yet 
[ thought that their urging was only a ruse 
to bring me back. I did not want to go 
back for good for I had already breathed 
the freer air of our country, which is quite 
an inducement for a Jew who had to labor 
under great disadvantages in Germany. In 
the spring of 1907 my sister wrote that if 
[ would not come immediately I would 
probably find my mother in the grave. I 
packed and went. When my people re- 
ceived the telegram from my brother who 
had waited for me, saying that I arrived 
safely on German soil, my mother got out 
of bed a well woman. I was assured that 
he had been seriously ill for months. 


_ All sources were now put into action to 
nake me stay. The acceptance of certain 
Sositions was suggested, partnership in an 
stablished business was offered; marriages 
were proposed; without avail. I declared 
hat I would rather go on making wages 
ind live a quiet life than fretting and wor- 
ying myself to death trying to get rich. 
[ do not mean to say that I had no ambi- 
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tion then to rise in this world and make a 


name for myself. I was very proud—and 
later particularly for my wife’s sake—to 
see my name printed in technical journals 
and newspapers. I would write discussions 
and abstracts as an advertisement for the 
great “I.” Of this I was so thoroughly 
cured upon receiving my baptism that I did 
neither want to write anything nor see my 
name anywhere, and at one occasion in the 
Lord’s work He had to tell me that I must 
place my name to confess Him. When my 
mother saw that she would not prevail in 
her arguments, she inquired about Jewish 
girls in this country, a thing which to me 
seemed very strange to come from my 
mother. I told her that I only knew poor 
girls. “Well, then marry a poor girl,” she 
said. In this we agreed for it had always 
been my intention to make a poor girl hap- 
py. I reasoned that I should never hear 
the end of it should I marry a rich girl, 
while I could rejoice in seeing a poor 
woman made happy by my labors. On 
visiting my older sister, I told her about 
the strange conversation with mother. She 
answered: “I tell you something, but do 
not let it be known. Mother had a dream, 
and she said like one of those that always 
come true, that you would marry a Gentile 
if you would return to America.” I surely 
had to laugh at such an idea. For although 
I knew my wife at that time, nothing 
seemed further removed than that. I passed 
it off as a joke, and had forgotten all about 
it until long after it had really taken place, 
and I had received my baptism, when the 
Holy Spirit whispered to me about the 
plight that Samson’s parents were in. I am 
giving some of these things in detail that 
the Lord’s working may be seen in them by 
whosoever will. 


Returning to Philadelphia in the sum- 
mer of 1907, I looked up my various Jew- 
ish acquaintances. I had seen a few things 
of the world, and I intended not to go into 
matrimony haphazardly, but with a clear 
head, weighing the consequences. Meeting 
with one disappointment after another, I 
soon gave up contemplating marriage, and 
I began to move more in Gentile circles. 

It was not long before I could see that 
both Jew and Gentile are going on as 
good as they can, and that neither of them 
were angels. I could and would not believe 
in Jesus, but this I concluded, that in their 
sin Jew and Gentile are alike before God.

same measure, or in the same fashion, in 
which He has been here since the church ace 
began, the church age beginning with tle 
outpouring of the Spirit “when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come.” After the 
church age shall have come to a close the 
Spirit will be here in the same measure in 
which He was here during the old dispen- 
sation, the dispensation of law, for the dis- 
pensation in which we are now living hav- 
ing come to an end, the world will be back 
again under the old dispensation. The 
Prophecy of the Seventy Weeks in Daniel, 
the 9th chapter, shows us very clearly that 
the entire seventy weeks belong to the dis- 
pensation of law, being “determined” upon 
the Jews and upon Jerusalem. The church 
age is fitted into a parenthesis between the 
sixty-ninth and seventieth weeks, and so 
when the church age shall end the seven- 
tieth week will begin. So the conditions 
that will then obtain in the world, so far as 
the Holy Spirit is concerned, will be the 
same as obtained before the parenthetical 
period began. And we know, of course, 
that people were saved under law in the 
days of the old dispensation. ©
